Mangled and bleeding, with Tis left 
arm and shoulder mashed almost to a 
pulp. William J. Sylvies was found in 
an unconscious 
condition 
lying 
be­ 
tween two freight 
cars 
near 
the 
freight depot by Conductor Hartman 
of the night local crew, about 8 o'clock 
last night. 
Ju st how the accident happened no 
one seems to know, but It is presumed 
that he had wandered in between the 
cars and, leaning against the bumpers, 
had probably fallen asleep, as it is 
said he has been drinking heavily dur­ 
ing the past two weeks. While in this 
position he was crushed between the 
cars, which bad been hit several times 
by the switching engine that was work­ 
ing in the yards just before he was 
found. 
The ambulance was called and the 
injured man was taken to the home 
of his brother. John Sylvies, who re­ 
sides near the lower end of Fourth 
street. Drs. Hobbs and Trimm er were 
called and immediately 
administered 
an anaesthetic to relieve 
the 
pain, 
from which the man was suffering ter­ 
ribly at the time. 
An 
examination 
showed that the bone in the arm had 
been split from the elbow to the shoul­ 
der. and quite a number of the small­ 
er bones in the shoulder were broken. 
while the flesh of the injured member 
was ground almost to a jelly. 
The doctors have not fully decided 
whether amputation will be necessary 
to have the man s life or not. 
If an 
operation is performed it will proba­ 
bly not be done until tomorrow. 
Sylvies said this morning that he 
had no idea how the accident hap­ 
pened, that he did not remember go­ 
ing near the railroad track, and the 
first he knew of anything being wrong 
was when he recovered consciousness 
lying on the platform of the freight 
depot, awaiting removal to his broth­ 
er’s home. 
Sylvies is well known in this city.

If tho earth is losing heat and has been doing so, it was once 
hotter than it is now; ages since it was redhot, white hot, molten 
fire mist. 
Some believe the earth’s heat is due to the friction of the 
tides. Undoubtedly the tides have an influence in slowing the earth’s 
rotation on its axis, and this bears upon our point. 
The remarkable 
boring for coal near Leipsic has established the gradient of the earth’s 
temperature, proving that below a certain point near the surface, to 
which the heat of day penetrates, there is a regular increase in tem­ 
perature. 
'At a mile below that point the thermometer registers a 
constant temperature of 80 degrees higher than at the point itself, 
and conditions show that that gradient continues. 
By ingenious investigation a means has been found of computing 
tho heat equivalent of tidal action.

discovered to bo a degree for every 2,000 feet, which is entirely 
inadequate to account for the known gradient of SO degrees.

OTIS 
CAVE 
TESTIMAHY. 


Said Trouble Was Over When 
He 


Left Philippines, but He Ex­ 


pected More. 


Washington, March 19.—Major Gen­ 
eral Otis again appeared before th? 
senate committee on Philippines yes 
terday 
His testimony was In part: 
When he loft the Philippines in 
May, 1900, General Otis said that tho 
army had dispersed all of Aguinaldo^ 
army, quiot 
prevailed 
during 
th? 
months of May and June and hardly 
a shot was fired. 
It was cafe to go 
to all parts of Luzon and other islands 
and a very large trade had been es­ 
tablished. 
A civil government 
had 
been set up. also the supreme court 
and courts of first instance in 7 of 
the 19 provinces of Luzon. 
General Otis said that when he left 
Manila he apprehended further trou­ 
ble, because there was a certain el:* 
ment which dominated the ignorant 
classes. 
The 
great 
majority, how­ 
ever, wanted peace. 
No armed bauds 
of any importance, he said, were op­ 
posed to th? United States at that 
time. 
Asked by Senator Hale where the 
supplies, money, arms, etc., of the 
Insurgents came from. General Otis 
said they received 
2,500 rifles from 
Admiral Dewey, 
and 
they received 
from 
Hong 
Kong 
certain 
arms, 
shipped aboard an American vessel, 
which landed at Batanyas. 
They had 
received some arms from Japan and 
had captured some from the Spaniards 
at small garrisons which they at­ 
tacked. 
He said that the merchants 
gave him more trouble than the In­ 
surgents themselves. 


Not Capable of Self-Government 
As to the capacity of the Filipinos 
for self-government 
he 
said 
that 
Aguinaldo’? former secretary of state 
had told him that it would take IOO 
years 
to 
accomplish this. 
General 
Otis considered that 
the 
Filipinos 
were not capable of self government. 
The Filipinos 
he 
said, understand 
th at they must have protection, be­ 
cause without it other nations would 
divide up the islands, but they were 
desirous of making the best possib’-' 
term s they could with 
the 
United 
States. 
Their idea was to have con­ 
trol of the internal affairs 
of 
the 
Island, but protection outside. 
He had hi nself directed Aguinaldo 
to withdraw to the suburbs of Manila 
outside the American defenses 
ac­ 
cording to the term s of the protocol 
with Spain. 
This 
was 
not only a 
m ilitary necessity, but in accordance 
with right and duty. 
The dual occupancy of Manila. Gen­ 
eral Otis saki. he considered danger­ 
ous. 
He based his whole action, he 
said, on the protocol, as he under­ 
stood it. 


Mr. Mason made an attack upon an­ 
archy and it? methods, and incident­ 
ally criticised an amendment to the 
bill offered by Mr. Bacon. 
He de­ 
nounced It as opening the door to 
special pleading for the benefit of as­ 
sassins of the president. 
This drew 
Mr. Bacon s fire. 
He considered Mr. 
Mason’s criticism a personal refine-j 
tion on himself and resented it with 
heat. 
An explanation by the Illinois; 
senator cleared the atmosphere. 
Earlier in the day a lively debate 
was precipitated by the effort of Mr. i 
Rawlins, of Utah, to have printed as j 
a document some Philippine corres­ 
pondence. 
Eventually the m atter was 
ordered printed, as requested.

If tho earth is losing heat and has been doing so, it was once 
hotter than it is now; ages since it was redhot, white hot, molten 
fire mist. 
Somo believe the earth’s heat is due to the friction of the 
tides.

The remarkable 
boring for coal near Leipsic has established the gradient of tho earth’s 
temperature, proving that below a certain point near the surface, to 
which the heat of day penetrates, there is a regular increase in tem ­ 
perature. 
’A t a mile below that point tho thermometer registers a 
constant temperature of 80 degrees higher than at the point itself, 
and conditions show that that gradient continues. 
Ry ingenious investigation a means has been found of computing 
the heat equivalent of tidal action. 
The gradient thereof has been 
discovered to bo a degree for every 2,000 feet, which is entirely 


inadequate to account for the known gradient of SO degrees.

TEST1MAHY. 


Said Trouble Was Over When 


Left Philippines, but He Ex­ 


pected More. 


Washington, March 19.—Major Gen 
oral Otis again appeared before th? 
senate committee on Philippines yes 
terday. 
His testimony was in part: 
When he left. the Philippines in 
May, 1900, General Otis said that tho 
army had dispersed all of Aguinaldo's 
army, quiot 
prevailed 
during 
th? 
months of May and June and hardly 
a shot was fired. 
It was safe to go 
to all parts of Luzon and other islands 
and a very large trade had been es­ 
tablished. 
A civil government 
had 
been set up. also the supreme court 
and courts of first instance in 7 of 
tho 19 provinces of Luzon. 
General Otis .said that when he left 
Manila he apprehended further trou­ 
ble, because there was a certain el > 
ment which dominated the ignorant 
classes. 
The 
great 
majority, how­ 
ever. wanted peace. 
No armed bauds 
of any importance, he said, were op­ 
posed to th? United States at that 
time. 
Asked by Senator Hale where the 
supplies, money, arms, etc., of the 
insurgents came from. General Otis 
said they received 
2.500 rifles from 
Admiral Dewey, 
and 
they received 
from 
Hong 
Kong 
certain 
arms, 
shipped aboard an American vessel, 
which landed at Batanyas. 
They had 
received some arm s from Japan a n i 
had captured some from the Spaniards 
at small garrisons which they a t­ 
tacked. 
He said that the merchants 
gave him more trouble than the In­ 
surgents themselves. 


Not Capable of Self-Governm ent 
As to tb s capacity of the Filipinos 
for self-government 
he 
said 
that 
Aguinaldo’s former secretary of state 
had told him that it would take IOO 
years 
to 
accomplish this. 
General 
Otis considered that 
the 
Filipinos 
were not capable of self-government. 
The Filipinos 
he 
said, understand 
that they m ust have protection, be­ 
cause without it other nations would 
divide up the islands, but they were 
desirous of making the best possible 
term s they could with 
the 
United 
States. 
Their idea was to have con­ 
trol of the internal affairs 
of 
the 
island, but protection outside. 
He had himself directed Aguinaldo 
to withdraw to the suburbs of Manila 
outside the American defenses 
ac­ 
cording to the term s of the protocol 
with Spain. 
This 
was 
not only ^ 
military necessity, but In accordance 
with right and duty. 
The dual occupancy of Manila. Gen­ 
eral Otis said, he considered danger­ 
ous. 
He based his whole action, he 
said, on the protocol, as he under­ 
stood it. 


Mr. Mason made an attack upon an ­ 
archy and it? methods, and incident­ 
ally criticised an amendment to the 
bill offered by Mr. Bacon. 
He de­ 
nounced it as opening the door to 
special pleading for the benefit of as­ 
sassins of tho president. 
This drew 
Mr. B acons fire. 
He considered Mr. 
Mason's criticism a personal reflec­ 
tion on himself and resented it with 
heat. 
An explanation by the Illinois 
senator chared the atmosphere.

public. The young aspirant had m et w ith both go^.d an I ill fortune fropi the 
start. 
H e w as born in Boston Jan. ll), I He J, but of p cetus who staid there 
only long enough to com plete a theatrical i g ateau at. w andering off on a 
southern circuit and both dying w ithin two \ ars. l a 
. three children to 
th e com passion of such friends as they m ight happen to find. 
E dgar w as fortunate in being taken up by the w ife of a well to do trades­ 
man of Richmond, him self generous in his treatm ent of the precocious lad, 
who soon becam e the petted showpiece of the family. 
This w as Ilia second 
m isfortune. 
Five years at an English a hen! wore followed by six more of 
preparation for the U niversity of Virginia i i a se!moi a t home. 
In both ho 
w as active in athletics, a good boxer and sw im m er, w ith one rival it. scholar­ 
ship, prom inent in debates and a versifier of repute, yet w ithout intim ate 
friends and inclined as a spoiled boy to be Imperious, capricious and self 
willed. At the university the pursuit of knowledge in those days w as relieved 
by punch and card playing for money. 
Ills good fortune he m anaged to turn 
Into evil by contracting gam bling debts to the am ount of about $2,500. which 
Mr. Allan, his foster father, declined to pay, and, taking the w ayw ard youth 
home a t the end of the year, he placed him in his own counting room, from 
w hich Poe broke loose and w ent to Boston. H e took w ith him as capital w ith 
w hich to begin life once more in th a t city a t the age of 18 a bundle of short 
poems, w hich he persuaded another young man to print in a thin volume of 
40 pages, entitled “T am erlane and O ther Poems, by a Bostonian." 
During 
tw o years In th e arm y and six m onths a t W est Point the other poems, includ­ 
ing a revision of “T am erlane," w ere composed, to be published In ISSI in New 
York. 
Among these w ere "H elen,” “The Doomed City,” “The Sleeper,” 
“ Lenore" and “The Valley of U nrest," not all of them as they now appear, 
but a long stride ahead of his Boston book. 
The forthcom ing power of his 
weird im agination and th e enchantm ent of his unique diction begin to show 
them selves, 
lie m ight truly say: 


I have real boti these lands but newly 
From an ultim ate dim Thule, 
From a wild, weird d im e th a t beth sublim e 
Out of space, out of time. 
And he suggests rath er than describes: 
Bottom less vales ami boundless Howls 
Anil chasm s and caves aud T itan woods, 
W ith form s th at no man can discover 
For the dews th at drip ail over; 
M ountains toppling everm ore 
Into seas w ithout a shore— 
Seas th a t restlessly aspire. 
Surging unto skies of fire— 
Lakes th a t endlessly outspread. 


This la the dream land, ghoul haunted and demon peopled, w here his sad 
eye wanders, seeing shapes and visions which come only to one who is afflicted 
with Intellectual delirium trem ens. 
Then, again, he would catch glim pses of 
seraphic splendor and soar to the zenith in his song of “ Isrufel:" 
In heaven a spirit doth dwell 
W hose heartstrings are a lute. 
None sings so wildly well 
As tho angel Israfel, 
And the giddy stars, so legends tell. 
Ceasing their hymns, attend the spell 
Of his voice, all mute. 


Then be feels the dragging of th e earthly ball and chain and descends to 
this: 
lf I could dwell 
W here Israfel 
H ath dw elt, and he were I, 
H e m ight not sing so wildly well 
A m ortal melody, 
W hile a bolder note than this m ight swell 
From m y lyre witliiu th e sky. 


The verse Ie th e type of th e poet himself, In whom aspiration w as alw ays 
contending w ith lim itation in b itter strife, like Orm uzd and Abrim an, the good 
angel and th e bad of th e Persian m yth, aud som etim es it m ust have seemed 
to bim Uke the single handed w arfare of Michael the archangel against the 
devil. 
There will alw ays arise th e tem ptation to join the party of accusers or of 
apologists so soon us the elem ent of the personal life mingles witli the litera­ 
ture which an author has created. 
How far the balance will list to one side 
or the other depends in such a case as this upon 
belief in heredity on the one hand and in th e abil­ 
ity of the <" inheritor of evil bent aud blas to 
strengthen the brain os he grows up and lives on. 
If, however, a m oral w eakness to resist lie added 
to strong appetite in the inheritance, it would 
seem that the child should have large allowances 
m ade for an alm ost inevitable wreck. 
Perhaps 
in Poe's instance th e lapses into inebriety were 
not so culpable as the seem ing perversity with 
which he threw aw ay those opportunities aud 
advantages which would have a me far to retrieve 
a false sta rt in life, for which ho was no more 
responsible than for the good fortune of being 
born in Boston. 
Indeed throughout his checkered 
career he displayed rem arkable facility for snub­ 
bing m ain chances. 
N evertheless he contrived to 
Po*- 
live by his pen for IT years. 
It is th e work of 
th a t period more th an his m anlier of life that is of present concern. 
I t began in Baltim ore w ith w inning a prize of $lo*» offered by a weekly 
paper for th e best prose tale. This w as accom panied by a poem which would 
have taken another prize if tw o prem ium s had been allow ed to go to one 
author. The recom m endation of the com m ittee of aw ard th a t he should print 
such stories as he had on hand w as a com pensation and gave him an encour­ 
aging sta rt w ith the paper above mentioned. M agazine editorship soon fol­ 
lowed, w ith an apprenticeship In story writing. 
“ Lfgeia,” “The H aunted Palace," "The Fall of the House of U sher,” some 
"L iterary Small T alk" aud book notices, w ith a textbook on conchology, be­ 
long to this period. H is stories soon am ounted to 25 in num ber and were pub­ 
lished as his installment of prose. Tho sam e characteristics are prom inent as 
in his verse, hut even more pronounced. H e deals with the realm of th e Im­ 
probable bordering on th e impossible. To this lie som etim es gives th e appear­ 
ance of likelihood by attem pts to account for bis Invented occurrences on 
scientific principles. 
H e also employs a direct and explicit style, in itself 
carrying an impression of truth, but it is only to give reality to shadow s and 
the similitude of fact to th a t which in the nature of things could not be. 
As 
in bls verse, the titles of his prose tales are full of dark suggestion and the 
fascination th a t goes w ith I t 
“T he F acts In the Case of ll. V aldem ar,” 
"M esm eric Revelation,” “The Black C a t" “The P it and the Pendulum ,” “The 
Fall of the House of U sher,” “The P rem ature Burial," “T he M ark of th e Red 
D eath,” 'T h e M urders In the R ue M orgue,” “T he M ystery of M arie Boget”— 
all these and others like them are suggestive of enigmas, d.Basters and crimes. 
They are dark complexioned them es, shadow y w ith tw ilight form s gliding on 
unholy errands. They give glim pses of an outer limbo w here the Inhabitants 
of another w orld hover on the borders of this w ith fell intent or sad rem i­ 
niscence. 
The stories them selves fulfill the prom ise of their titles 
They reek w ith 
horrors. Delusions th a t prove fatal, rem orse th a t follows involuntary crime, 
tombs th a t are prisons, vaults for those w ho cannot die, low hanging clouds, 
starless gloom, trees sw aying In w indless air, cold, slim y walls, verm in haunt­ 
ed dungeons, despair and death—tle se are th e lurid points in a sym phony of 
black and red. Sometimes, as in ‘I s Domain of Anthelia,” there is lavished

Into the land which lies next to the unseen and the unknown, w hither only 
one or tw o in a ce fury have gone and returned \\ itll even a plausible account 
of w hat they have seen, then this gloomy, w ayw ard, but second sighted spirit 
will be the m ost satisfactory guide.

Five years at an English > b o o l we; • balowr d by s i x more of 
preparation for the University of V i r g i n i a i i a s c h o o l at home. 
In lioth he 
was active iii athletics, a good boxer and swimmer, with one rival ii. scholar­ 
ship, prominent iii debates and a versifier of repute, yet without intimate 
friends and Inclined as a spoiled boy to be Imperious, capricious ami self 
willed. At the university the pursuit of knowledge iii those days was relieved 
by punch and card playing for money. 
His good fortune lie managed to turn 
Into evil by contracting gambling debts to the amount of about $‘2,500. which 
Mr. Allan, his foster father, declined to pay, and, taking the wayward youth 
home a t tile end of th** year, he placed him in his own counting room, from 
which Poe broke loose and went to Boston. 
He took with him as capital with 
which to begin life once more in th a t city at the age of IS a bundle of short 
poems, which he persuaded another young man to print in a thin volume of 
40 pages, entitled “Tam erlane and Other Poems, by a Bostonian." 
During 
two years In the arm y and six months at West Point the other poems, includ­ 
ing a revision of “Tamerlane,” were composed, lo be published iii ISSI in New 
York. 
Among these were “Helen,” “The Doomed City,” "The Sleeper,” 
“Lenore” and “The Valley of Unrest." not all of them as they now appear, 
hut a long stride ahead of his Boston hook. 
The forthcoming power of his 
weird imagination and the enchantment of his unique diction begin to show 
themselves, 
lie might truly say: 


I have reached these lands but newly 
From an ultimate dim Thule, 
From a wild, weird clime that lietii sublime 
Out of space, out of time. 
And be suggest* rather than describes: 
Bottomless vales ami boundless fioflsls 
And chasms and caves and Titan woods. 
With forms that no man can discover 
For the dews that drip all over; 
Mountains toppling evermore 
Into seas without a shore— 
Seas that restlessly aspire. 
Surging unto skies of lire— 
Lakes that endlessly outspread. 
This Is the dreamland, ghoul haunted and demon peopled, where his sad 
eye wanders, seeing shapes and visions which come only to one who is afflicted 
with Intellectual delirium tremens. 
Then, again, he would catch glimpses of 
seraphic splendor aud soar to the zenith in his song of “ Israfel:" 
Iii heaven a spirit doth dwell 
Whose heartstrings are a lute. 
None sings so wildly well 
As tho angel Israfel, 
And the giddy stars, so legends tell. 
Ceasing their hymns, attend the spell 
Of his voice, all mute. 
Then be feel* the dragging of the earthly, ball and chain and descends to 
thin: 
If I could dwell 
Where Israfel 
H ath dwelt, and lie were I. 
He might not sing so wildly well 
A mortal melody, 
While a bolder note than this might swell 
From my lyre witliiu the sky. 
Th© verse Is the type of the poet himself, in whom aspiration was always 
contending with limitation in bitter strife, like Orinuzd and Ahriman. the good 
angel and the bad of the Persian myth, aud sometimes it must have seemed 
to him like the single handed w arfare of Michael the archangel against the 
devil. 
There will always arise the temptation to join the party of accusers or of 
apologists so soon a s the element of the personal life mingles with the* litera­ 
ture which an author has created. 
How far the balate .* will list to one side 
or the other depends in such a case as this upon 
belief in heredity on the one hand and in tile abil­ 
ity of t h e ' inheritor of evil bent and bias to 
strengthen the brain as he grows up and lives on. 
If. however, a moral weakness to resist lie added 
to strong appetite in the inheritance, it would 
seem that the child should have large allowances 
made for an almost inevitable wreck. 
Perhaps 
in Poe’s instance the lapses into inebriety were 
not so culpable as the seeming perversity with 
which he threw away those opportunities and 
advantages which would have g me far to retrieve 
a false start in life, for which in* was no more 
responsible than for tin* good fortune of being 
born in Boston. 
Indeed throughout ins checkered 
career he displayed remarkable facility for snub­ 
bing Minin chances. 
Nevertheless he contrived to 
live by Ins pen for IT years. 
It is the work of 
that period more than ins manner of life that is of present concern. 
It began in Baltimore with winning a prize of $1<*» offered by a weekly 
paper for the best prose tale. This was accompanied by a poem which would 
have taken another prize if two premiums had been allowed to go to one 
author. 
The 
recommendation of tho committee of aw ard th a t he should print 
such stories as lie had on hand was a compensation and gave him an encour­ 
aging start with the paper above mentioned. .Magazine editorship soon fol­ 
lowed, with an apprenticeship in story writing. 
“Ligeia.” "The Haunted Palace,” "The Fall of the House of Usher," some 
"Literary Small Talk” and book notices, with a textbook on conchology, be­ 
long to this period. His stories soon amounted to 2i> in number and were pub­ 
lished as his installment of prose. The same characteristics are prominent as 
in his verse, but even more pronounced, lie deals with the realm of the im­ 
probable bordering on the impossible. To this he sometimes gives the appear­ 
ance of likelihood by attem pts to account for his invented occurrences on 
scientific principles. 
H e also employs a direct and explicit style, in itself 
carrying an impression of truth, but it is only to give reality to shadows and 
the similitude of fact to that which in the nature of things could not be. 
As 
in bis verse, the titles of his prose tales are full of dark suggestion and the 
fascination that goes with it. 
“T he Facts In the Case of M. Valdemar,” 
“Mesmeric Revelation,” "The Black Cat,” “The Pit and the Pendulum,” “The 
Fall of the House of Usher,” ‘‘The Prem ature Burial,” “The Mark of the Red 
Death,” "The Murders In the Rue Morgue,” ‘T h e Mystery of Marie Boget”— 
all these aud others like them are suggestive of enigmas, disasters and crimes. 
They are dark complexioned themes, shadowy with twilight forms gliding on 
unholy errands. They give glimpses of an outer limbo where the inhabitants 
of another world hover on the borders of this with fell intent or sad remi­ 
niscence. 
The stories themselves fulfill the promise of their titles 
They reek with 
horrors. Delusions th a t prove fatal, remorse that follows involuntary crime, 
tomb© th at are prisons, vaults for those who cannot die, low hanging clouds, 
starless gloom, trees swaying in windless air, cold, slimy walls, vermin haunt­ 
ed dungeons, despair and death—tfiese are the lurid points in a symphony of 
black an d red. Sometimes, as in ‘T h e Dojnaln of Arnheim,” there la lavished

If tlio earth is losing heat and lias been doing so, it was once 
hotter than it is now; ages since it was rcdhot, white hot, molten 
fire mist. 
Somo believe tho earth’s heat is due to the friction of the 
tides. 
Undoubtedly tho tides have an influence in slowing the earth’s 
rotation on its axis, and this bears upon our point. 
The remarkable 
boring for coal near Leipsic has established the gradient of tho earth’s 
temperature, proving that below a certain point near tho surface, to 
which the heat of day penetrates, thoro is a regular increase in tem­ 
perature. 
At a mile below that point tho thermometer registers a 
constant temperature of 80 degrees higher than at the point itself, 
and conditions show that that gradient continues. 
By ingenious investigation a means has been found of computing 
the heat equivalent of tidal action. 
'Hie gradient thereof has been 
discovered to be a degree for every 2,000 feet, which is entirely 
inadequate to account for the known gradient of SO degrees.

willed. At the university the pursuit of knowledge in those days was relieved 
by punch and card ploying for money. 
His good fortune he managed to turn 
Into evil by contracting gambling debts to the amount of about 02,500. which 
Mr. Allan, his foster father, declined to pay, aud, taking the wayward youth 
home a t the end of the year, he placed him in his own counting room, from 
which Poe broke loos,* and went to Boston. 
He took with him as capital with 
which to begin life once more in that city at the age of IS a bundle of short 
poems, which he persuaded another young man to print in a thin volume of 
40 pages, entitled “Tamerlane and Other Poems, by a Bostonian." 
During 
two years in tile arm y aud six months at West Point the other poems, includ­ 
ing a revision of “Tam erlane,” were composed, to lie published In 1831 in New 
York. 
Among these were “Helen/* “The Doomed Pity,*' "The Sleetier,” 
“Lenore” and “The Valley of Unrest.” not all of them as they now appear, 
hut a long stride ahead of his Boston book. 
The forthcoming power of his 
weird imagination and the enchantm ent of his unique diction begin to show’ 
themselves. 
Ile might truly say: 


I have reached these land* but newly 
From nu ultim ate dim Thule, 
From a wild, weird clime th a t beth sublime

And he suggests rather than describes:
